Mr. Harding has made no statements as to what he will 


do for he well knows that it is up to the representatives of 
the people in congress to do the doing and that his duty is to 
execute the laws. 


Truly his inaugural message is a disappontment to those 


who want to take a trial bottle of every quack concoction that 
tomes along, but if we are willing to endure a few more aches 
and pains while the unchangeable laws of nature and econom- 
ics work their magic, and take the bitter pills and liquids pre- 
scribed by the congressional allopaths, the cure will soon be 
effected. 


If Mr. Harding will only be a good nurse and see that we 


take our medicine as"per schedule and not permit a lot of good 
intentionccl but bothersome old women in the sick room we 
have great hopes that four years will work a cure.
